School Will Face 
On Eleventh Street 


Upland’s new high school pro- 
posed by the 
trict will front on Eleventh street 
rather than on Foothill boulevard, 
the Chaffey board of trustees de- 
cided Monday night. 

This action followed intensive 
research into the © advisability 
of fronting a school on a main 
highway or avenue, and consider- 
ation of the opinions of Upland 
residents on the issue. All letters | 
and telephone calls received by 
Supt. of Schools Daniel B. Mill- 
iken and Assistant Supt. Ernest 
W. Fischer favored the Eleventh 
street frontage. 

All opinions received at the 
Upland News office from local 
citizens also favored the Eleventh 
street frontage. Mr. Fischer pre- 
sented to the board the views of 
administrators of schools which 
face on main traffic arteries, the 
state school house planners, the 
state automobile association and 
the state division of highways, all 
of whom recommended that no 
school face on a main highway 
and cited adverse conditions in 
support of their opinions. | 

Upland’s two trustees on the 
board, W. A. Gilliland and EF. J. 
Pollack, moved and seconded the 
motion for establishing the front- 
age on Eleventh street, and it 
was carried unanimously.

school board announced the choice 
*}of Harold W. Cook, then a social! 
i} science .instructor in the hig! 
-{ school, as the first principal o/ 

the new school. Mr. Cook’s ap- 
» | pointment was popularly received, 
especially as he was a graduate 
of Chaffey high school before do- 
ing his college work at University 
of Southern California. 

The school was occupied by the 
first classes on Sept. 17, 1928, six 
months after construction started. 
An enrollment of 150 students 
composed the seventh, eighth and 
ninth grade classes. Work on the 
auditorium, cafeteria, library and 
offices was completed after the 
school term started. 

Interesting Notes 

At the time of occupancy, The 
Upland News noted that the 
school was equipped with 3,000 
window panes, 10 miles of elec- 
tric wiring and 100 tons of re. 
inforced steel. 

For the official dedication of 
the school, the News added a 
special Upland booster section to 
the regular publication. Built by 
the Blue Ribbon Supply and Con- a 
struction company of Ontario, 
the junior high school cost $75,000 
considered even at that time to 
be economical construction, with 


a square foot cost rating much :

Wetbacks Are Real Problem In 
Imperial Valley --- and Here 


Of interest to local people is the report from 
mperial county about the “wetbecks’’—Mexi- 
zans who enter this country illegally. 

Imperial county is bounded on the south 
sy 80 miles of the Mexican border and only 
sight and a half miles are fenced. Mexicali, 
adjacent to Calexico, is also a gateway for the 
border jumpers. 

There happens to be an agricultural work 
saturation point in Imperial county and illegals 
flow northward through there to this area and 
other parts of the state. Conditions in Imperial 
county are alarming and these could spread 
northward as the ‘“wetbacks” continue their 
flood. 

District Attorney Don C. Biiler of Imperial 
county has reported on conditions to Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell. More than 80 per 
cent of the crimes in Imperial county are com- 
mitted by illegals and this factor alone costs 
more than $150,000 in law enforctment, the Im- 
perial official said. Imperial’s crime rate is the 
highest in the state. Diseases carried by ille- 
gal aliens are dangerous to the rest of us. 

Bitler’s report to the attorney general says 
Imperial county is on the front line of an inva- 
sion. He might well have added she also is 
« jumping off place for other sectors. From 
there it is only a hop, step and jump to this 
district. 

And the invasion, with all of its trouble- 
some and costly consequences, will last as 
long as congress fails to erect better and in- 
creasingly needed safeguards. 

First, there should be legislation to penalize 
those who encourage border jumping by hir- 
ing the liiegals. 

Second, adequate funds should be made 
available for the immigration service to bolster 
its border patrol. The flow should be stem- 
med. And the front line is being pushed north- 
ward all too fast. 


More Pay For Congressmen 
May Be Needed -- Unlikely Now 


Chances would seem to be against Con- 
gress voting itself a raise next year in its pre- 
sent annual salary scale of $15,000. 

Net income is down for many people. Gov- 
ernment employees are being discharged and 
many others “downgraded” in the interest of 
economy. Besides 1954 is an election year 
for all of the members of the house of represen- 
tatives and more than one-third of the U. S. 
senate. 

A step, however, toward boosting their 
own pay has been taken by the congressmen. 
It has provided for a commission of 18 to re- 
port on congressional and judicial salaries. 
. Six members are to be appointed each by the 
| president and the chief justice, three each by 
the vice-president and the speaker of the 
house. The appointments are yet to be an- 
nouncéd. 

The commission is to consider qualificc- 
tions desirable for membership in congress. 
salaries paid for comparable qualifications in 
private enterprise, frequency of trips from 
Washington to a member's hore district, fin- 
ancial sacrifices and special expenses involv- 
ed in being a member of congress. 

The commission is delegated to report by 
January 15, 1954. A sound basis has been 
placed for considering congressional salaries. 
Increases should be made and they probably 
will be—after the November, 1954 election. 


Moscow Says What It Wants 
Anytime It Wants To 


It is recalled that Moscow promised unifi- 
cation of Germany—without any condition 
prior to the recent West German elections. 

Immediately after Chancellor Konrad Aden- 
ouer won by a huge majority, what did Mos- 
cow say? “Results of the election makes im- 
possible unification of Germany.” 

The Red pre-election promise apparently 
fooled no one. 

Seeing what happens to the Germans in 
the Soviet zone was more convincing than all 
the blandishments held out to them of reuniting 
with their brothers behind the Iron curtain. 
The infuriated response of the Soviet propa- 
ganda organs is not fooling anyone, either. 
Moscow never meant to advance unification, 
except when it sees a chance for making all 
Germany communist. For the next four years, 
at least, that possibility is voted out.

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Stevenson Is Back And 
He Is Going To Be Busy 


Those who do something more than scan 
the news of the day must remember Adlai 
Stevenson. He is the man who ran for presi- 
dent and soon after the votes were counted 
left the country. Stevenson undertook an ar- 
duous, world-circling trip on which he con- 
ducted himself with wisdom and tact. And he. 
took the trip for eminently worthy reasons. 

Mr. Stevenson took his journey to streng- | 
then his value, his acceptance value as a na- | 
tional leader and to strengthen his force as a 
political leader. He used his travels to increase 
his firsthand knowledge of world problems 
which are also our problems. 

hen Mr. Stevenson departed he put back of 
him the temptation and the pressure to issue 
statements, to give interviews and to criticize. 
Perhaps he did not. Perhaps we are merely 
presuming. But in so doing he avoided hasty 
judgment and hasty partisan controversy. 

Obviously, every point visited presented | 
the occasion for the Stevenson name to. appear 
in headlines. And that was a good thing for 
him and for us. It is generally agreed that he | 
contributed much to the understanding and | 
regard which other nations have for the Unit- 
ed States. He contributed much to their 
awareness of the national unpartisan unity 
which is behind our world policies. 

Now that Adlai is back, what next? This 
is a question for discussion, not the mere chron- 
icling of his achievements which could pro- 
vide a slightly partisan tinge. The next is— 
he will return to national politics. It could not 
be otherwise. Interesting is the effort now be- 
ing made to plate Stevenson in elective office | 
—_the senate of the United States from Illinois. | 

The most effective way to maintain an ac- 
tive role in public affairs is from the rostrum 
of an important elective office. Senator Paul 
Douglas of Illinois, could step down at his own | 
initiative. 

Be that as it may, we can take it for grant- | 
ed that Mr. Stevenson will be in the running 
for the president in 1956 Democratic nomina- 
tion for president. If he weré senator from 
INinois, the voters agreeable next year. he 
could be a formidable candidate. It’s all very 
interesting. And it also points out to the pre- 
sent majority party what the opposition will be | 
in the next race for the presidency.

What Might Have Been in Korea 
Is Pointless To Discuss Now 


Harold Lord Varney, writing in The Free- 
man, violently criticizes the signing of the 
Korean armistice. He calls it “Our Failure 
in Korea.” 

He asserts that instead of agreeing to nego- | 
tiate we should have undertaken the follow- 
ing operations: 

“A tight blockade of the China coast, in- 
cluding Hong Kong; another Inchon operation 
behind the Yalu river line: equipment and 
styygort of Chiang Kai Shek’s Formosa army | 
to make a southern landing in Chekiang or | 
Kwangttng and estublish a third front in| 
Miao’s rear; systematic bombing of all Man- 
churia and North China railway lines and pre- | 
paredness to use the atom bomb to relieve any | 
situation where we encountered unbeatable | 
opposition.” 

Such a policy, he asserts. would have top- | 
pled the Red Chinese regime and ended the 
Korean war on our terms. 

Unqualified assertions of this sort by arm 
chair strategists always are to be taken with 
a grain of salt. They know the events involv- 
ed hever will take place and they are com- 
pletely safe from factual contradiction. 

Whether the Chinese communists would 
have collapsed or whether victory would have | 
been attained is no more than one mans opin- 
ion 


It could be argued with just as much logic 
that such an all-out assault on Red China 
would have bogged down the United States 
in that vast country for a long time, brought 
Russia actively into the war, involved avail- 
able American manpower and _ military 
strength to such a degree as to have opened 
Europe to easy Communist conquest. 

Anyway, why join in the Communist's rau- 
cous claim that the United Nations suffered a 
terrific defeat in Korea? In view of all cir- 
cumstances, most Americans strongly feel the 
best available choice was made for our fight- 
ing men, for our country and for the free world. 

Every ship that comes into San Francisco 
with those who endured horrors of the Korean 
prison camps reinforces the conviction we 
want no more of the kind of treatment which 
went on in Korea if it can be avoided honor- 
ably and decenily. 


It is an exercise in futility now to argue

books are on display for in ad- 
ditional to the colorful collection 
from every state in the Union and 
from many foreign countries, 
there are 1769 books labeled ‘“‘mon- 
iquers” by Mr. Pyle. These are 
plain white or yellow match books 
which Mr. Pyle hands out to his 
patrons and friends on which they 
sign their names and their place 
of birth. “It’s surprising to 
learn the states and countries 
people come from,” Mr. Pyle says 
of this collection, the largest of 
its kind in California.
